The 
jemployer is directed to the supply of 
labor; the worker is informed as to the 
location and condition of demand. It 
is because the welfare of society de- 
pends upon the widest possible distri- 
bution of reliable information of this 
kind that the state is justified in giv- 
jing the service free. It is as much a 
ipublie utility as the post office. 

In dealing with the question of pri- 
vate employment offices Dr, Leiserson 
stated that although there are almost 
1000 such offices: in New York city, 
85 per cent of the employers never use 
them. The multiplication of agenvies 
|merely makes more places in which to 
look for work. Agencies In competi- 
jtion will not exchange lists, and an ap- 
plicant for work may register at one 
while another has the job which fits 
(him. The most Important functions of 
femployment offices, viz., to reduce un-

they should be, That while in theory 
they were designed to furnish clearing 
houses for labor, to bring the job and 
the man together with the least de- 


agent, Whose acUiyity as a middleman ! 
is so often accompanied by fraud, mis- 
representation and extortion. In 
practice the free offices have not even 
maintained an effeetive competition 
against them, With few .exceptions 
their operations have been on a small 
scale, their methods unbusinesslike and 
their statistics valueless if not unrelia- 
ble. The chief cause for the failure of 
the free employment offices has been 
that the administration has been plae- 
ed in the hands of people who are un- 
familiar with their design and purpose. 
These officials have either misman- | 
aged the offices so that they had to be 

discontinued or else they performed 

their duties perfunetorily and in a 

wholly ineffective manner. 

Dr. Leiserson says: “I have no de- 
fense to make of the free employment 
offices of the United States, <All the 
feriticism that has been — directed 
against them {1s well deserved, but it 
is not final, because some states have 
made a success of them, And it is 
far more true of private employment 
agencies than of pubile, that most of 
) them have been frauds as well as fall- 
jures. If we want successful public em- 
ployment offices we must follow the 
example of the larger German cities, 
put people in charge of them who un- 
derstand the business, who know tts 
principles and technique and who will 
work with vigor and energy to make 
their offices suecessful.

IN U.S. TO STUDY 
FIELD ATHLETICS 


Would Learn if Early Training 
in Athletics is Injurious 
to Youths 


SAYS THAT HAS BEE 
OPINION IN GERMANY 


ls Member of Imperial Athletic 
Commission Making. Pre- 
paration for Olympic Games 
in 1915, 


New York, Nov, 1.—"You. inspire 
your children with a love for sports 
and you carry the benefits virtually to 
the grave.” : 

“You are making a splendid) ofder 
of men, tind no wonder you run away 
with so many of the athletic’ laurels.” 
So said Lieutenant Von Reichénau, of 
the German army, the military repre- 
sentative of the imperial athletic com- 
‘mission, which has been here studying 
track and fleld athletics in preparation 
for the sixth Olympiad, which is to be 
held in Berlin three years hence. 

Just before leaving for home the 
Germans saw games at Travers is- 
land, and naturally they were asked 
what it was that impressed them 
most. The prompt answer was: 

“The height and the fine develop- 
ment of the participants. I. don't 
know that all of your athletes are 
taller and bigger men than we find 
among the athletes of Europe, but 
judging from those we have seen here, 
they seem to be uniformly of nobler 
proportions, zi 

Training Makes Big Men 

“This is hardly what might be called 
scientific data, but still we have been 
told by competent authorities and es- 
pecially at Harvard that athletic train- 
ing has made it possible to add con- 
siderably to the average height of the 
students and to their general muscular 
development. We don't find ft at -all 
heard to believe that this must be the 
broad result, for this is a natural 
consequence of careful living and 
guidance at a formative period in 
life. 

“With 
our schools 
not so generously 
you have done here, and the boys 
have been left to avail themselves 
of them as the spirit moyed them. 
This is quite apart from the mere sys- 
tematic calisthenics, which have been 
regularly practiced by us for a good 
many years. The difference here 1s 
that your schoolboys haye competent 
Instructors, who take them in hand 
and show them just how to make use 
of the apparatus provided for them, 
and more than this, their indulgence 
is supervised, and they are encouraged 
‘o do those things for which they are 
best endowed naturally. 

Germans Feared Overtraining 

“Now, with us the belief has pre- 
vailed in the past that it was quite 
unwise to stimulate athletic emulation 
among our boys lest harm be done by 
straining thelr immature bodies, Quite 
likely we have safeguarded some of 
our youths in this way, but we have 
also failed at the same time to help 
the majority and to create a general 
love for field and track sports. 

“Naturally one of the things we were 
most anxious to find out here was 
whether or not your system) of boy 
training was dangerous, as some of 
our conservative) men believed. We 
were hopeful that we would be able 
to get at statistics governing this 
point, but apparently little, if any 
effort has been made in that direction, 
You have intrusted your youths — to 
competent. instructors, and you have 
seen them physically. bettered under

Wide Disparity In Compara- 
tive Increase of Cattle and 
Population, 


At the recent gathering of the 
American Packers’ association some 
striking figures were presented show- 
ing increase in the world’s population 
and cattle supply during a period of 
10 years, From 1905 to 1918 it is esti- 
mated that the world’s population in- 
creased about 25 per cent. while the 
number of cattle in the world only in- 
creased about 11% per cent. in the 
same period, The following table

Mr, Johnson of Freeman & Co, 
Gives Wise Tip to Auto 
Drivers, 

“Here's a little hunch,” said Mr. 
Johnson, of Freeman & Co.,, local dis- 
tributors of Hudson cars, “that. will 
save drivers many anxious moments. 
Drive at night along a road.or street 
crowded with automobiles and observe 
how bewildering and dangerous is the 
effect of the glare of the many lights 
reflected from both sides of the plate 
glass in the windshield, This {is pay- 
ticularly noticeable when you have the 
top down but the windshield up as pro- 
tection from a cold wind or from dust. 
If a car comes up behind you at the 
same time that one is approaching in 
front the result is almost total faahil- 
ity to see a yard ahead. I havens a 
doubt that many accidents are due to 
this cause. But here is 2 really scien- 
tific solution of the difficulty. 

“As everyone knows, light is reflect- 
ed from a polished surface at the same 
angle it strikes it. Scientifically—the 
angle of reflection is equal to the an- 
gle of incidence, In other words, if 
the rays of light strike the glass at 
Tight angles, they will be reflected at 
right angles, and of course into the 
driver’s eyes. But if we place the -up- 
per glass of the windshield so that it 
projects at the lower edge, as I can 
do with the windshield on this Hud- 
son Six here,.then the light will strike 
the glass at an angle of about 45 de- 
grees whether coming from the front 
or the back. The light from: the rear 
will be reflected downwards, into the 
car, and the lights from the front will 
be reflected into the air. The driver 
will have absolutely clear vision with- 
out the slightest annoyance from these 
reflected lights." ;

Long Life to Any Tire. 


A pneumatic tire consists of .two 
things of which one is as important as 
the othar, One of these is an air 
cusmess; the other is an envelope for 
retaining air under pressure and maik- 
ing this air cushion possible, This en- 
velope is spoken of by the trade as the 
tire, and, as every motorist knows, 
consists of a casing and an inner tube 
—the casing to resist road wear and 
the tube to furnish an air-tight inclo- 
sure for the air inside, The casing is 
made of rubber and fabric, and the 
tube of rubber. This meaes of rubber 
and fabric construction will not. suj- 
jtain the weight of any car; it’s the 
lair cushion it retains that supports the 
car's welght. 

Naturally, a larger car will require 
more of an air cushian than a smaller, 
and, in the same way, a larger tire to 
carry this larger air cushion, A car 
of a given weight requires a tire of a 
given size, containing air under a given 


' pressure, 


Let us consider the result when the
